Students of Floral Design Learn to 
Make Flowers Even More Beautiful

Fifteen young men and women from four-states have hung on 


almost every word uttered by Ken Soules at the Appleton 
Vocational School during the last two weeks. They are students 
of floral design, and Mr. Soules, speaking in a loud clear voice, has 
been teaching them the tricks of the trade. 


"Orchids take.water through their stems," he tells them. "This 


is why orchid corsages usually come wrapped in moist cotton. 
Many florists don't know why they do this, its only custom to 
them. But there is a'good reason/'" 


"Never put a ribbon on a gradenia. When the flower begins to 


yellow, a white ribbon makes it look more yellow." 


In making a nosegay corsage, consisting of three carnations 


surrounding c sweetheart rose, the. students were told in exact 
detail how to hold each leaf so that the flowers would be surround- 
ed with green. Then, using a fine wire, they were instructed to 
encircle the stems three times in the same spot, to bend the end 
of the w.ire down in line with the stems, to encircle three times 
more one-eighth inch below the first, and to repeat- this twice 
more. The ends of the wire are then brought together.and twisted 
three times and cut to a length of one-half inch. 


'Protect Milady's Gown' 


"Insert the ends of the wire info the body of the corsage so 


it doesn't catch the lady's gown," the students are told. They are 
then told to circle the base with floral tape, covering the wire 
completely. The stems should be spread and cut so that each is 


tk e 


a different length. "Bend the. flowers forward so that the corsage 
lies flat." 


By the time the students finish their two week Short Course, 


sponsored by Floral Telegraph Delivery, they will know the intri- 
cacies of many kinds of floral work 
The sessions are taught by a 


69-year-old young man who has enormous enthusiasm for his 
craft and has spent his entire life at it. 


Ken Soules operated his own school in Detroit for 27 years. He 


has graduated over 9,000 students since 1960 when he took over 
the national FTD short course program. 
His book, "Modern 


Florist Designing" is used as a text.and is in the libraries of most 
universities. This book has been revised and will soon be followed 
b\r another, not yet published. 


Acquired Knowledge 'Hard Way' 


Mr. Soules claims he acquired his wide knowledge of flowers 


'the hard way'. He studied in New York, Detroit and Chicago, 
then spent two years formulating his method of teaching, attempt- 
ing to impart his knowledge to the students in such a way that 
they could learn without seeing the work done. The lesson is given 
by lecture and blackboard, and becomes their personal knowledge 
through their own doing. 


Mr. Soules has acted as guest artist in programs throughout the 


country, and every part of the nation has served as his two-week 
home. From Appleton he will go to California—his fourth trip— 
and then to-'the National FTD Convention in New Orleans. At 
home in Farmington, Mich, are his wife, a nurse at Ford Hospital, 
Detroit, three daughters and seven grandchildren. 


The teacher is a kind but strict taskmaster. Every bit of work 


is checked by him as it is completed. Each student's sponsor, a 
florist who has employed him, receives a complete report on the 
accomplishments and potential of the student. Students are graded 
on their notebooks, which are often more than 100 pages long 
and contain complete sketches of each field covered and notes 
on all of Mr. Soule's instruction. He collects and grades each note-

Better, Faster Methods 


In the course of the program, Mr, Soules instructed students 


in new and faster methods of tying bows, and a new method of 
accordion pleating foil for potted plants, so that the customer can 
be quickly served. He hos shown them how to wire arrangements 
for funeral baskets and vases, how to create arrangements in 
columnar vases, used in churches of modern architecture; how to 
create conversation-piece arrangements for hospitals and center- 
pieces, and how to make set pieces, such os wreaths, hearts, pillows 
and crosses for funerals. 


They have learned to make casket covers, set in oasis so that 


every flower is in water, to concoct special arrangements in prin- 
cess baskets, to make all sizes end shapes of corsages, and to 
create novelty arrangements for holidays. Bridal specialties are 
also taught, and the student, who started with no knowledge of 
how to work with flowers, is soon able to create wicker purses, 
prayer book arrangements, and a bouquet set on a bit of styro- 
foam-covered plastic that is guaranteed to keep the bride's white

Columbia's 1903 Grand Opera Series (first record- 


ings of Opeiatic areas in America); vuuous aitists. 
Columbia M2L 283 I No Stereo). 


In March, 1903, Columbia Records issued a set cf 


33 "graphophone" records by seven Metropolitan 
Opera stars, the first operatic recordings (thanks to a 
bit of skullduggery that beat Victor's original "Red 
Seal" series by a month) ever made and released in 
America. Exactly 60 years later, Columbia has re- 
issued these historic recordings on two LPs. Available 
again, approximately as they sounded six decades ago, 
are the voices of Ernestine Schumann-Heink, Marcella 
Sembrich. Suzanne Adams, Antonio Scotti, Edouard 
de Reszke, Giuseppe Campanari and Charles Gilibert 
— some long forgotten, others part of operatic legend 
and all now dead these many years. 


Space doesn't permit the detailed story of how 


these old discs were made, rediscovered and restored, 
but it is charmingly told in the album— even to a 
facsimile of the original brochure. Sonically, by mod- 
em standards, they are pretty pathetic, but they are 
also as fascinating as they are historically unique.

Canada's 'Fourth' 
Comes on First

Tomorrow is the big clay in Canada! 
American tourists visiting in the land of cur northern neighbors about this 


time might think—at first—that the Canadians are getting a head start on the 
Fourth of July. A national holiday—July 1 is Dominion Day, celebration of that 
date in 1867 when Canadian confederation was launched. 


The parliament of the United Kingdom, in passing the British North America 


Act, made it official that the previous Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and the 
Can'adas (substantial portions of the present Quebec and Ontario provinces) be 
aligned under one government. Just how small a portion of the present Canada 


js shown on the 12 cent value cf their 1927 Confederation issue (the darker 
map area). 


This beginning of national as well as economic and geographical unity is 


test typified by the "Fathers of Confederation" painting shown on two cent 
value of the 1927 Confederation issue—a scene reminiscent of our "Signing cf 
the Declaration of Independence". Just as our family of United States represents 
a long process. Canada (as it is today) didn't become unified until 1949 (when 
Newfoundland relinquished its separate government). 


And the process represents the "growing pains" of long duration which mark 


our American history as independent self-interests gradually were forced to give 
way to the need for more centralized government. 


Since Dominion Day has its beginning in 1867 and Independence Day its 


roots in 1776, you might say the Canadians got a late start. But they sure passed 
us up. In 82 years they accomplished a national unity of their entire geograph- 
ical area; it took us more than twice that long!

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Beer Drinking in Oshkosh 


As far as anyone now knows, the ordi- 


nance adopted by the Oshkosh City Council 
setting 21 as the legal age for beer drinking 
in that city represents the will of a major- 
ity of the people of Oshkosh. 


The ordinance was adopted on a 4 to 3 


vote after considerable public discussion 
of this issue over a period of several 
months and after the overwhelming e%'i- 
dence was that the people wanted this age 
limit. 


The issue first received public atten- 


tion in March when plans were announced 
for construction of a new beer bar in the 
city and the promoters sought a license. 
A public hearing was held at which con- 
siderable opposition to granting the license 
developed. 


This opposition developed into a rather 


loosely-knit civic group which polled candi- 
dates for the city council on their stand on 
the matter before the April municipal 
election. Three incumbent councilmen who 
opposed the license were re-elected and 
one new council member who also opposed 
it was also chosen. But the "lame duck" 
couricil went ahead and granted the li- 
cense April 4 before the new member was 
seated. 


The civic group felt this was denying 


the wishes of the electorate, and hurriedly 
circulated petitions, one of which opposed 
the granting of the license, the other ask- 
ing for a city ordinance setting 21 as the 
minimum age for beer consumption. Sur- 
prisingly the first petition produced over 
7,000 signers and the second over 6.000. 
The public response encouraged the com- 
mittee to press for adoption of a 21-year 
ordinance. Such an ordinance was intro- 
duced, and at a public hearing May 23 an 
impressive lineup of community leaders 
appeared in its favor. The ordinance was 
then adopted June 19. 


The 
ordinance is rather 
carefully 


drawn. It provides that beer may not be 
sold to persons under 21 unless they are 
accompanied by their parent or guardian. 
This emphasizes parental 
responsibility 


in this matter. The ordinance also pro- 
vides that young people under 21 "receiv- 


ing" beer can be prosecuted. It does not 
prohibit them from entering beer bars, 
which would seem to answer in part at 
least the claim of teen agers that they 
need such places for social purposes. 


Now a group in opposition to the ordi- 


nance has been formed and is circulating 
petitions initiating legislation to repeal the 
ordinance. If these petitions get sufficient 
signatures as required by state law, the 
council has the option of repealing the 
ordinance itself or putting the matter to a 
referendum vote. 


This too is entirely proper. If there 


are enough people in Oshkosh who demand 
reconsideration of the matter, there will be 
a referendum and then the matter will be 
settled. 


Both civic groups involved in this mat- 


ter have conducted themselves in a digni- 
fied manner and are to be complimented. 
This is an issue which is easily clouded by 
emotionalism. 


The only disturbing factor in the situa- 


tion has been the attitude of the Oshkosh 
newspaper. 
The Northwestern took no 


stand editorially on the issue all the time 
it was being publicly debated. But after 
the ordinance passed, the Northwestern 
came out with an ambiguous editorial 
which, while it did not state whether the 
newspaper basically favored the ordinance 
or not, went on to point out problems in 
the enforcement of the ordinance and even 
suggested that teen-agers now could drive 
out to listed surrounding townships to get 
their beer. 


The group which successfully obtained 


adoption of the ordinance agrees that a 
referendum may be the final answer, but 
in view of past performance by the North- 
western they are fearful the issue will not 
be presented fairly by the community's 
newspaper. 


The Post-Crescent has given them this 


assurance: 1. That this newspaper believes 
the people of Oshkosh are entitled to the 
kind of legislation in this field the majority 
of the people want; and 2. That if the issue 
goes to referendum the Pnst-Crescent will 
present both sides of the issue as fairly as 
possible. 


Highway Litter Is Expensive 


Those motorists who toss popcorn bags, 


pop bottles and beer cans from their car 
windows on Wisconsin highways must like 
paying taxes. We reach this conclusion 
because the State Highway Department 
spent $410.000 last year to pick up this 
debris, and estimates it will cost at least 
this much this year. 


"We make this appeal each year, but 


each year it is ignored by persons who ap- 
parently feel that their act of littering does 
not count," remarked Chairman Harvey 
Grasse.

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Editor's Notebook 
English Did Not Talk 
About Profumo Case; 
Were Too Shocked 


BY JOHN' TORINTS 


LONDON, England — We began reading about the 


Profumo case a week before we visited London and as 
the political crisis in England mounted we were anxious 


to reach there to read and hear more about 
it. But while the London press was full of 
the sensational details of the story, sur- 
prisingly, we heard very little conversation 
in London, not even at Speaker's Corner 
in Hyde Park. 


We spent several hours at this famous 


spot on Sunday afternoon when the case 
was at its highest pitch. There were a 
number of Negroes ranting about African 
independence, an old-timer complained 


about the pension for war veterans and what he termed 
"the housing scandal," and another placarded his talk 
"What about the World Calamity?" But not a single 
speaker mentioned Profumo or his call-girl. 


An American friend who has spent a number of years 


in England explained it this way. She said the evidence 
of immorality in the cabinet had shocked Englishmen to 
the core. They are ashamed of it. Therefore they do not 
talk about it. And she advised us against bringing the 
subject up in conversation with Englishmen. 


What shocked the English the most was Profumo's 


bare-faced lie to Parliament, with the Prime Minister and 
the Leader of the House standing at his side. The English 
traditionally have a great respect for their government. 
This scandal hurt each of them individually.

The libel laws are very strict in England and until Mr. 


Profumo came out with his confession, London newspapers 
treated the matter very generally, despite the fact* that 
Mr. Profumo's relationship to Miss Keeler was well known 
to reporters in government circles. 


She first made the newspapers back in December when 


a disgruntled West Indian boy friend took some shots at 
her through her apartment window. Reporters who ques- 
tioned her subsequently elicited the names of other men 
friends, including that of the Defense Minister and a Soviet 
naval attache. Then there were reports that a security 
investigation was underway, and suddenly the papers had 
a story that was too hot to handle. When Miss Keeler 
turned up missing when the West Indian's case came up 
in court, the furthest any paper went was the "Daily 
Express," which printed one story on the- front page that 
Mr. Profumo had offered his resignation from the Cabinet 


"for 
personal reasons." and then printed another story 


two columns away about Miss Keeler's disappearance. It 
was nonsense to most readers, but full of meaning to 
those in the know. 


In fact when Mr. Profumo went before Parliament and 


denied any immoral relationships with Miss Keeler, he 
ended his statement with a threat to sue any newspaper 
for libel which intimated anything to the contrary. Subse- 
quently Miss Keeler continued to tell her story openly to 
reporters, but papers were advised by their legal staffs 
not to touch it. Continental newspapers were less inhib- 
ited, particularly in Italy. And an English firm which dis- 
tributed some Italian papers quoting Miss Keeler about 
her entanglements with Mr. Profumo was hailed into 
court and heavily fined. 


The whole story of course broke into the open when 


Mr. Profumo finally did resign and confessed all. Then 
the London press, a good part of which is more on the 
yellow side than the worst American newspaper, really 
opened up. 


One paper purchased Miss Keeler's story. In it she 


went into the relationship in great detail, including a 
description of how she first met "Jack" Profumo. It seems 
she and a party of friends were swimming in the nude in 
the private pool of Lord Astor at the same time that Lord 
and Lady Astor were giving a dinner party for distin- 
guished friends. Mr. Profumo strolled into the garden and 
found the mermaid Christine much to his liking.

I couldn't help but compare how a similar case might 


have been handled by the American press. 


Certainly the story would have broken long before it 


did in Britain and the whole sorry situation would have 
been put before the public in ils true light long before 
the guilty Cabinet officer confessed. It is a good example 
of how libel laws which are too restrictive on freedom of 
the press can work to the disadvantage of the people's 
interests. Mr. Profumo, simply by threatening libel suits, 
was able to gag the whole English press for months, 
despite the fact that the press knew the true facts of the 
situation. 


Our slay in England was a delightful one and again 


we achieved a fine balance between four days in London 
and two days driving through the quiet English country- 
side on our way to embarkation at Southampton. 


The pace in London is somewhat more restful than 


Paris, despite the fact that Metropolitan London is over 
eight million in population. Everyone is most courteous, 
including the drivers and the police. The service every- 
where is top drawer. And it is a great feeling of relief to 
be in a country again where everyone speaks your 
language. 


We were quite surprised to find that practically every- 


thing in London is closed down on Sunday. No sight-seeing 
fours, no theaters, few restaurants open. Londoners take 
to the country' on Sunday, at least on sunny Sundays like 
we experienced. Even if it only means St. James or Hyde 
Park in the center of the city. Sun bathers were strewn 
all over the place, fathers playing at soccer with their 
young sons, tennis players, boaters and those who pre- 
ferred 10 heckle the Hyde Park speechmakers.

impossible. 


London is not a night life city. The pubs are open

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Grant's Army Gave US. 'Most Glorious Fourth of Them Air

It was Wednesday. July 1. 1363, 


and a holiday weekend 
1 a y 


ahead. 


There should have been a hus- 


tle of excitement in the air. In- 
stead it was heavy with anxiety. 
This Fourth of July, the most 
glorious of American holidays, 
promised to be very dismal in- 
deed for many Americans. 


Confederate Gen. Robert E. 


Lee and his 
Rebel 
Army of 


Northern Virginia were on Nor- 
thern soil, somewhere in Penn- 
sylvania. No one knew precisely 
where he was or where he was 
headed. 


Half a continent away, Union 


Gen. Ulysses S. Grant was bog- 
ged down b e f o r e Vicksburg. 
Miss., the Rebel Gibraltar on the 
Mississippi, in a six weeks siege 
that seemingly would go on for- 
ever. 


But, although some wouldn't 


know it for days, it turned out 
to be the most glorious Fourth 
of them all for the Union. 


Before the holiday had ended, 


Lee's grand invasion of the North 
was turned back at a little (2,400 
pop.) place called Gettysburg, 
Pa., and Vicksburg fell to Grant, 
cutting the Confederacy in two. 


The single day was the turning 


point of the Civil War. 


It began at daybreak, July 1, 


with Corp. 
Alphonse 
Hodges, 


Company F, 9th New York Cav- 
alry, 
commanding 
a 
four- 


man picket post on Chamberburg 
Road, a mile northwest of Get- 
tysburg. 


Rebel Party 


The f i r s t rays of dawn dis- 


closed a body of men moving 
down the road. They looked like 
rebels. Hodges sent his men back 
with warnings and went forward 
to investigate. They wore dun 
uniforms. They were rebels. 


The Confederates, a detach- 


ment of Gen. Ambrose P. Hill's 
corps, weren't really looking for 
a fight. They were foraging for 
shoes. But when they saw Hodg- 
es, they opened fire. He fired 
back and fled. It was 5:30 a. m. 


The heavy fighting began at 


10 a. m. when the foraging Con- 
federates, 
now 
two divisions 


strong, ran into Gen. John Bu- 
ford's Union 
cavalry division, 


strung out in skirmish line on 
McPhersOn's Ridge. 


Buford's men, fighting on foot, 


held until 
the 
infantry, 
Gen. 


John F. Reynolds' corps, hegan 
to arrive. The fighting was at 
close quarters, blind, confused 
and vicious. 


Reynolds was picked off by a 


sniper: Confederate Gen. James 
J. Archer was captured by Pvt. 
Patrick Maloney of the 2nd Wis- 
consin who seized him in a bear- 
hug and carried him bodily from 
the field. 


The famed Iron Brigade, men 


from 
Indiana, Wisconsin and 


Michigan whose distinctive black 
hats 
the 
Confederates 
had 


learned to r e s p e c t at Chan- 
ce'lorsville and Antietam, was 
virtually annihilated, losing 1,200 
out of 1.800 effectives. 


The Confederates swept o v e r 


McPher.son's Ridge and paused 
to mount a new attack while 
the Union forces dug in on Semi- 
nary Ridge with Gettysburg be- 
hind them.*

A thousand m i l e s away in 


Vicksburg, 
Confederate 
Gen. 


John C. Pemberton polled his of- 
ficers. The question: Should they 
surrender or try to cut their way 
out of Grant's iron ring. 


Around him, his 31.000 men 


were sick, hungry and exhaust- 
ed. The civilian population, under 
constant bombardment from Un- 
ion gunboats, was reduced to liv- 


ing 
Ln caves. Soldiers and ci- 


vilians alike ate mules and trap- 
ped rats for food. 


Reaction to Pemberton's poll 


was summed up by Gen. Louis 
H chert. 


"The question to my mind," 


he said, "is not between 'sur- 
render' and 'cutting out'; it is, 
are my men able to 'cut out?'

Around Gettysburg, the skir- 


mish that started by accident 
was growing into a major battle. 
Scattered divisions and 
corps, 


both Union and Confederate be- 
gan arriving, drawn to the flame 
of battle as moths to a candle. 


Gen. Oliver 0. Howard's corps, 


quick-marching 
10 miles from 


Emmitsburg, Md., ran into Gen. 
Richard S. Ewcll's confederates, 
coming in 
from 
lleirilersburg, 


Pa., 10 miles north. 


They fought hand - to - hand 


through streets of Gettysburg. 
Regiments were trapped in blind 
alleys and destroyed. Block hy 
block, the federals were forced 
back into refuge on Cemetery 
Hill, south of town. 


The retreat exposed the right 


flank of the Union forces on 
Seminary Ridge. They withdrew 
to Cemetery Ridge, a low south- 
erly extension of Cemetery Hill. 
There, as darkness fell, the day's 
fighting ended. 


It was a night 
of feverish 


planning. 


F e d e r a l 
reinforcements 


streamed in u n t i l 88,000 men 
were on hand. Gen. George G. 
Meade, commander of the Army 
of the Potomac for only three 
days, arrived to take charge. 


The Confederate corps of Gen. 


James Lonpstrect, successor to 
the fallen Stonewall Jackson as 
Lee's right hand man, moved 
into line behind Seminary ridge. 
Lee also arrived and took com- 
mand. 


The initiative was up to the 


Confederates. 


The Federal defensive line re- 


sembled a fishhook. The shank 
ran north and south along Ceme- 
tery Ridge. The hook turned east 
around Cemetery Hill. Strange- 
ly, the key to the south end of 
the line, a hill c a l l e d Little 
Round Top, was ignored by both 
sides. 


Lee decided on twin attacks. 


Ewell would assault the Federal 
right; Longstreet the left. 


The Confederate a t t a c k on 


Cemetery Ridge didn't get un- 
derway until nearly 4 p. m.. July 
2. It fell upon a Federal salient 
that bulged out from the south- 
ern extremity of the ridge. 


The f i g h t i n g had scarcely 


started when both sides noticed 
that Little Round Top was un- 
occupied, and decided to take it. 
Union Gen. Govcrneur Warren, 
acting on his own authority, in- 
tercepted two brigades and or- 
dered them to the top. 


The Yankees won the race by 


minutes. 


Below, the battle in the salient 


surged through a poach -orchard, 
a wheat field, into the rocky 
caves of the Devil's Den, where 
dead, dying and wounded filled 
the crevices. After four hours, 
the Union forces were driven 
back to Cemetery Ridge. 


Ewell's assault on Cemetery 


Hill opened with an artillery bar- 
rage. F e d e r a l cannon replied 
with such effect that the Con- 
federates had to move their guns 
out of range. The infantry charge 
at dusk reached the crest of the 
hill, paused a bloody moment, 
then fell back. 


The second day's fighting was 


over.

Refugee Camp Active Despite Wall 


BY GEORGE BOULTWOOD 


BERLIN (AP) — At the height 


of the refugee flood from East 
Germany two years ago the refu- 
gee camp in the West Berlin sub- 
urb of Marienfelde used to be 
packed with 3.000 people. 


Now it's an exceptional day if 


30 persons are being processed 
for their new life in the West. 


In the last weeks before the 


Communists put up the wall and 
ringed Berlin with armed men to 
stop the exodus, as many as 
2.000 would report to the camp in 
a day. 


Youth 
hostels. 
Red 
Cross 


homes and schools were taken 
over to hold the overflow. 


But the tide of humanity has 


dwindled to a trickle. 


For the first time since 1950 


East Germany last year record- 
ed an increase — instead of a 
decrease — hi population. F.-ast 
Berlin had a slight increase of 
6,000 inhabitants and 1] provin- 
cial towns added a total of 2fi,300 
to their populations. 


Echoing corridors and lines of 


empty beds in Marienfelde testi- 
fy to the effectiveness of the 
wall. Before the wall, refugees 
simply look the suhway or ele- 
vated from East Berlin into West 
Berlin. 


Formidable Barriers 


Now those who want to turn 


their backs on Communism have 
to face formidable barriers. They 
risk

guards. A tleast 30 refugees are 
known to have been shot trying 
to escape since August, 1961. 


But some get through and the 


Marienfelde camp 
is 
still in 


business. There is no question 
of closing it down. West Berlin 
authorities think such a move 
would be an admission of de- 
feat. 


But its capacity has been re- 


duced to 400. 


It was opened in August 1353 


to replace improvised quarters 
being used to house refugees. 


Since 
then, 1,800,000 refugees 


have passed through its doors. 


From the outside the camp 


looks like a normal group of 30 
apartment blocks. The 
plain, 


practical buildings were marie 
so they could he converted into 
apartments for rent. This has 
been done with the 20 biggest 
blocks. 


The remaining 10 blocks are 


administration buildings, sepa- 
rate dormitories for men and 
women and apartments where 
families can he housed together. 


The administrative staff of 4B1 


has been reduced to SO. There 
used to be six doctors on duty, 
now there is one. 


Once there were long lines of 


people wailing to go through the 
business of collecting the papers 
and rubber stamps needed tn .set- 
tie in West Germany. The pro- 
cess normally look 10 to 14 days 
before the refugee was flown to 
the West.

Refugees are not obliged to 


give more than their names and 
reasons for fleeing.

gees with special knowledge are 
sent, to the U. S. Interrogation 
Center near Frankfurt. But. this 
type of refugee has become in- 
creasingly rare since the wall.

Then begins the refugee's hard 


task of starting life anew after 
leaving behind home and posses- 
sions.

Gettysburg when the main Con- 
federate attack got underway, a

While Southern artillery pour- 


ed the greatest barrage yet of 
the war into the Union defenses, 
the Confederate infantry massed 
for the attack — 15.000 men, 
the flower of the Confederacy. 


There was a division under 


Gen. Johnston Pettigrew, part 
of another under Gen. Isaac R. 
Trimble and a third under a 
man who was only hours away 
from becoming a legend — Gen. 
George E. Pickett. 


The cannon fell still. The as- 


sault began. Into the valley be- 
tween Seminary and Cemetery 
Ridges marched the men of Pet- 
tigrew, Trimble and Pickett. Af- 
terward, Pettigrew and Tribble 
would be forgotten and it would 
b e c o m e in legend "Pickett's 
Charge at Gettysburg." 


For a time the^Federal artil- 


lery was silent as If the gunners 
were admiring the show. Then 
they opened up. Great gaps were 
torn in the lines of marching 
men. They closed quickly. The 
lines came on. 


Now rifle fire 
and 
canister 


blazed from the crest of the 
ridge. The attackers diasppeared 
in a cloud of smoke. A great 
moan arose from the slope. The 
Confederates faltered, reformed 
and came on. Pettigrew's divi- 
sion disintegrated. The men of 
Pickett and Gibbon collided. 


Behind a stone wall just below 


the crest of the ridge. Artillery 
Lt. Alonzo Cushing, barely 22, di- 
rected his guns. He had been 
wounded three times. A sergeant 
helped him on his feet. A fourth 
bullet found him and he died. 


Confederate Gen. L e w i s A. 


Armstead. waving a black hat 
on his sword, vaulted the wall 
with 15 men. He placed his hand 
on Cushing's gun and fell mortal- 
ly wounded. His men were mow- 
ed down. 


That precise spot — shared by 


the body of Cushing. the dying 
Armislead and the silent canon 
—marked the highwal.er mark of 
the Confederacy. As the rem- 
nants of Pickett's charge reeled 
down the slope the high hopes 
of the South went down with 
them.

Grant arrived at the meeting 


place outside Vicksburg at the 
appointed hour. Pemberton was 
late. Grant, was irritated. When 
the Confederate finally arrived, 
he was sullen. 


"What are your terms?" he 


asked. 


"Unconditional surrender," re- 


plied Grant. 


"The conference might as well 


end," snapped Pemberton peev 
ishly. 


Grant shrugged. 
"Very well, he said and he 


turned to go. Bowen intervened. 
Grant agreed to think It over and 
submit his final terms by 10 
p.m. 


They were something less than 


unconditional. Officers c o u l d 
keep side • arms and clothing;

At Gettysburg, it. began to rain.
